London Hears British First 
Army Has Opened Major

SEDJENANE RECAPTURED

hammering Rommel’s “escape 
corridor’’ in three sectors on 
a 100-mile front. 
Simultaneously,

heard that the British 1st 
Army had opened a major of­ 
fensive against Col.-Gen. Jur­ 
gen von Amim’s Axis army 
in the Tunis-Bizerte zone. 
A bulletin from Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower’s headquarters 
said the 8th Army had swept 
12 miles beyond Gabes to capture 
Oudref, directly in the Gabes gap, 
while in the north the British 1st 
Arm y recaptured Sedjenane.

lies

miles 
southwest of the 
big Axis-held 
naval base a t Bizerte. 
Capture of Sedjenane m arked a 
7-mile British advance from Djebel 
Abiod. 
Allied headquarters said Gen. 
’ Sir Bernard L. M ontgom ery’s 8th 
Army veterans occupied Oudref 
early yesterday morning -—an ad­ 
vance of 32 miles from Hie M are th 
line since Sunday—and reported 
th at British vanguards “made fur­ 
ther progress during the day.”

Ceilings On 
Used Trucks 
Are Decreed

Washington, March 31— (.T)- Tens of thousands were brought 
closer to military service today under a seven-point, semi-compulsory 
manpower action designed primarily to relieve a shortage of 50,000 
dairy workers, but capable of being extended to all agriculture and 
' essential industry. 
The program, announced by President Roosevelt late yesterday, 
hinted broadly at the possible drafting of farm-experienced men now 
deferred because of age or minor.;, 
physical disabilities if they refuse 
dairying jobs. 
It also changed the system of 
releasing soldiers 38 years or older 
so that in the future they can be 
channeled into and kept at jobs in 
essential industry and agriculture, 
subject to recall by the arm y upon 
request, of the war manpower com­ 
mission. 
The program gave dairy w ork­ 
ers a preferred claim on chaft de­ 
ferm ent exceeding even that re­ 
cently 
established 
for 
essential 
farm workers generally, which re- 


j suited in such a strong baek-to-the- 
farm movement I hat some war 
plants are complaining of losing 
workers. 
But it also provides th at exper­ 
ienced former dairy workers be­ 
tween 18 and 28 who have been 
rejected by the arm y for physical 
disability might, if they refuse to 
return to dairy work, be put up 
for reconsideration and acceptance 
for limited service.

Depending on age and p a rt­ 
ly on w hether the vehicle has been 
reconditioned,

range fr om 26 to 97 of “new cost.’’

During the first World War. President Wilson de­ 
clared: “ Preventable fire is more than a private mis­ 
fortune. It is a public dereliction. * A t a time like this, 
of emergency and manifest necessity for the conserva­ 
tion of national resouees, it is more than ever r m atter 
of pressing consequence that every means should be 
taken to. prevent this evil." 


In view of the fact that the Warren department had 


five runs over the weekend, most ot which could have 
been averted, it is timely to remind those words now 
ring with new significance. President W ilson knew that 
every home and factory, every man, woman and child 
were part of our national resources. 
The maximum 


strength of these resources is vital to military victory. 
In the last quarter century, preventable fire has de­ 
stroyed billions of dollars worth of property and count­ 
less thousands of lives. 
Wk ignored President W ilson s 


warning. 
We have squandered our national resources. 


No one will ever kno\f to what extent the war has been 
lengthened by our waste. 


Here in W arren thoughtless youngsters are reported 


to have been responsible for some of the grass fires last 
week. Boys who do not realize that it costs the borough 
over one hundred dollars to turn out tho entire equip­ 
ment. to say nothing of the danger of damaging valuable 
apparatus that cannot be replaced until the Axis leader s 
have been subjugated. 


What is gone cannot be reclaimed. Tin1 problem now 


is to curb future fire waste. 
To do that people must 


learn that fire prevention is primarily an individual re­ 
sponsibility. 
And that goes for children as well as 


adults. W e suggest that parents in Warren caution their 
offsprings against playing with matches and particularly 
against starting bonfires where they are likely to spread 
to valuable property. 


And while we are on the subject, may we remind 


that cluttered attics, piles of oily rags, faulty insulation, 
and inadequate extinguishing equipment are just a few 
of the causes of fire in buildings. 
Fire ordinances may 


outlaw fire hazards on paper, but enforcement is im­ 
possible without the help of individuals. 


The fire department is striving to awaken Warren 


citizens to the necessity of halting fires before they 
start. Their job would be easier if the truth of President 
Wilson’s statement that “ fire is more than a private 
misfortune." could he driven home once and for all.
